This remarkable fact has been dis­ 
closed by a survey of thermal expan­ 
sion of stone conducted by the United 
Skates bureau of standarda 
“Marble, especially, shows peculiar­ 
ities la Its behavior under tempera­ 
ture changes,” the announcement said. 
“It expands on heating, but when 
cooled to the original temperature It 
does not shrink to Its original dimen­ 
sions ; that Is, it retains a part of the 
expansion as a permanent growth. 
“Specimens have been measured un­ 
der low temperature and found to ex­ 
pand v hen cooled below normal, which, 
a’so. Is contrary to the usual concep­ 
tion." 
Thef-e queer characteristics of the 
action of stone, even under changes of 
hest caused by suinmec aod winter, 
are held accountable for the peculiar 
instances of warping, which are some­ 
times noted In marble headstones In 
cemeteries. 
The assumption has been, It was 
.ald. ttiat stone expands at a uniform 
rate in nil intermediate temperatures, 
these deductions being based on a lim­ 
ited number of observations. 
The 
present data was termed misleading. 
Determinations at the bureau of 
standards, at which frequent length 
measurements were made on limestone 
un] marble specimens as the tempera­ 
tures were raised. Indicated that these 
old assumptions are far from correct. 
“For small increases in temperature 
above normal the expansion is very 
small, but the rate increases rapidly 
as the temperature rises,’’ officials de­ 
clared. 
“At UM) degrees centigrade the aver­ 
age expansion of marble Is about the 
same as that of steel, but at 200 de­ 
grees the rate is approximately dou­ 
bled, while for temperatures a few de­ 
grees above normal expansion is only 
:« fractional part of that of steel.*’

Contraction Is Loss Constant 
Than Expansion. 
Daily Radio Program

Washington.—Marble buildings of 
the United States are growing. 
This remarkable fact has been dis­ 
closed by a survey of thermal expan­ 
sion of stone conducted by the United 
Skates bureau of standards. 
‘•Marble, especially, shows peculiar­ 
ities in its behavior under tempera­ 
ture changes,” the announcement said. 
“It expands on heating, but when 
cooled to the original temperature It 
does not shrink to its original dimen­ 
sions ; that Is, It retains a part of the 
expansion as a permanent growth. 
“Specimens have been measured un­ 
der low temperature and found to ex 
pend * hen cooled below normal, which, 
also. Is contrary to the usual concep­ 
tion." 
Thet-e queer characteristics of the 
action of stone, even under changes of 
hear caused by summer sod winter, 
are held accountable for the peculiar 
instances of warping, which are some­ 
times noted In marble headstones In 
cemeteries. 
The assumption has been, It was 
said, that stone expands at a uniform 
rate in nil Intermediate temperatures, 
these deductions being based on a lim­ 
ited number of observations. 
The 
present data was termed misleading. 
Determinations at the bureau of 
standards, at which frequent length 
measurements were made on limestone 
Mid marble specimens as the tempera­ 
tures were raised. Indicated that these 
old assumptions are far from correct. 
“Tor small Increases In temperature 
above normal the expansion Is very 
small, but the rate increases rapidly 
as the temperature rises," officials de­ 
clared. 
“At IOO degrees centigrade the aver­ 
age expansion of marble Is about the 
some as that of steel, but at 200 de­ 
grees the rate is approximately dou­ 
bled, while for temperatures a few de­ 
grees above normal expansion Is only 
a fractional part of that of steel."

The Biggest Highway Plan 


“The world’s greatest public work,” says a highway engi­ 
neer, “is the United States road system.” 
It is not only the big­ 
gest highway system but the biggest program of public construc­ 
tion. 
The federal aid highway act of 1921 may be said really to 
have inaugurated this gigantic undertaking because it provided 
for a connected and correlated system of highways throughout 
the country. Every state was asked to map out a proposed sys­ 
tem of more or less direct cross-state routes. 
Then the federal 
bureau of public roads checked up on these and revised them 
where necessary just enough to create a comprehensive and con­ 
nected whole, complete for the country regardless of state and 
county boundary lines. This system Is expected to be finished in 
12 years, and it will be then, exclusive of bridges, equivalent in 
amount of material moved to approximately two Panama camils. 
This great highway system sends its big main thorough­ 
fares east and west and north and south across the continent and 
links every section, directly or indirectly, with every other sec­ 
tion. And over its many miles of good pavement, as fast as they 
are completed, go millions of the nation’s citizens, on business and 
on pleasure, gaining in widened outlook and intel est. 


Musical Progress

ica, and some of them do yet. But there is no need to. 
The music fans of Cleveland used to worry about the musical 
soul of that city particularly.

The council does not 
try to control the policy of its mem­ 
bers, but merely seeks

provide 
them with facilities for cooperative 
and effective action. If and

there develops clear cut difference 
of opinion between groups of mem 
ber agencies the council’s method pro­ 
vides for clear and definite statement 
of the points at issue. Unanimity of 
opinion is not always 
possible, but 
the clearing away of confusion may 
be, it is argued. 
One of the things which the coun- 
t ii has been trying to do is to correct 
ihe erroneous impression that the 
Hoard of Children’s Guardians of the 
District of 
Columbia1 snatches chil­ 
dren from their homes and 
places 
them in homes or "farms them out.’’ 
It. says that children are never taken 
from their homes except upon order 
of the Juvenile court. And such order 
is not given unless upon investigation 
it is found that the home is an unfit 
place to raise the child. This is us­ 
ually due to immorality or drunken­ 
ness on the part of one or both par­ 
ents. 
A child is never taken from his par­ 
ents on account of poverty. .If the 
parent is found to be a person to be 
entrusted with the upbringing of chil­ 
dren, but is too poor properly to pror- 
vlde for them, there are agencies that 
are eager and willing to help them. 
This, of course, applies In the main 
to widows who are left with families 
and no means of support. In all cases 
every effort is make to keep the chil­ 
dren with their mother if she is of 
good character.
